REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 20-25, 27, and 30-31 remain in this application. Claims 30 and 31 have 
been amended to correct minor editorial problems. Claims 1-19, 26, 28-29, and 32-38 
are cancelled. 

The Examiner has noted that claims 20-25 and 27 are allowed. Also, the 
Examiner has acknowledged that claims 30 and 31 would be allowable if amended to 
place the claims in proper dependent form. 
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CONCLUSION 

For at least the reasons detailed above, it is respectfully submitted all claims 
remaining in the application (Claims 20-25, 27 and 30-31) are now in condition for 
allowance.
